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Two  Norwood  youths  were 
arrested  on  drug  charges  at 
the  Junior/ Senior  High  School 
last  week. 

Kevin  Kampen,  17,  and 
William  Fitzgerald,  also  17, 
were  charged  with  possession 
of  marijuana  with  intent  to 
distribute,  possession  of  mari- 
juana and  possession  of  alco- 
hol, police  reported.  They 
were  arrainged  at  Quincy  Dis- 
trict Court  Wednesday  morn- 
ing. The  case  was  continued 
to  June  14. 

Patrolman  Brian  Cogill  re- 
ceived a call  at  noon  on 
Tuesday  from  the  high  school 
concerning  youths  in  a car 
cruising  around  the  school 
grounds.  Cohasset  Police  said. 
Cogill  investigated  and  was 
informed  by  students  in  the 
front  of  the  school  that  a white 
Chevrolet  Camaro  had  travel- 
ed around  the  east  side  of  the 
building. 

Cogill  reported  that  he  saw 
two  girls  get  out  of  the  car  in 
question.  He  pursued  the 
vehicle  and  signalled  for  it  to 
stop.  When  he  approached 
the  car  he  observed  two  open 
bottles  of  beer  in  the  front 
seat,  he  said. 

As  the  operator  was  show- 
ing his  license  and  registra- 
tion. Cogill  said  a pipe  fell  to 
the  floor  of  the  car.  He  then 
place  both  youths  under  arrest 
for  transporting  alcoholic  bev- 
erages and  informed  them  of 
their  rights. 

Cogill  said  he  further  ob- 
served a cellophane  bag  in  the 


car  containing  a brown  sub- 
stance. He  radioed  to  head- 
quarters for  a backup  unit. 
When  Patrolman  David  Po- 
marico  arrived,  he  placed  both 
subjects  into  his  cruiser. 

Cogill  went  to  the  Vice 
Principal.  Gino  DiGerolamo's 
office,  and  asked  to  speak  to 
the  girls,  both  juveniles,  he 
had  seen  leaving  the  car.  One 
girl  had  been  on  her  way  to 
work  and  was  not  at  the 
school.  The  other  came  to  the 
office.  Cogill  said. 

The  latter  alleged  that  the 
car  operator  had  asked  her  to 
buy  marijuana.  She  was 
reportedly  in  the  process  of 
telling  the  youth  she  didn't 
have  any  money  to  purchase 
the  marijuana  when  she  saw 
the  cruiser  arrive  and  she  left. 

Cogill  returned  to  where 
Patrolman  Pomarico  was  wait- 
ing with  the  youths.  He  asked 
the  operator  for  his  car  keys, 
he  said,  and  opened  the  glove 
compartment  of  the  Chevrolet 
where  he  found  nine  cello- 
phane bags  containing  what 
appeared  to  be  marijuana  and 
some  pills.  Cogill  gave  the 
evidence  to  Patrolman  Pomar- 
ic  who  then  took  it  and  the 
subjects  to  the  station.  A 
wrecker  was  called  to  remove 
the  youth's  vehicle. 

Patrolman  Pomarico  took 
the  substances  to  the  Forest 
Hill  labs  division  of  the  Food 
and  Drug  Administration  for 
analysis.  Reports  on  the 
substances  haven't  yet  been 
received  by  Cohasset  Police. 
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DiGerolamo  said  that  the 
parents  of  the  girls  involved  in 
the  incident  had  been  notified. 
The  student  who  had  been 
questioned  by  Patolman  Cog- 
ill, he  said,  received  discipli- 
nary action  in  a two-day 
detention. 

The  vice  principal  further 
commented  that  the  school 
has  a need  for  more  grounds 
security.  The  administration 
has  alerted  the  gym  teachers, 
he  said,  to  be  aware  of 
suspicious  activitiy  outside 
and  around  the  school  as  they 
often  traverse  that  area  going 
back  and  forth  from  the  play- 
ing fields.
